CONCEIT OF TO-DAY. 


Debt Which ttw Hliuttwnth CraMsr 
Ow« 
- 


There is always to be heard and read, 


under one form or another of expres- 
sion, a great deal of indulgence in 
mutual congratulation aa to ibis nine- 
teenth century of ours and all of ita 
accomplishment, ita tremendous intel- 
lectual force, ita wonderful achieve- 
ments, while we speak nnd think o,f it. 
as though the nineteenth century were' 
something that had suddenly wheeled 
out ol space, unrelated to any thing 
that had gone before, wheeled out as 
the new burning star in the Northern 
Crown did, as something integral with- 
out any dttbt to the past. But in reali- 
ty the nineteenth century has no : such 
separate and individual existence; it is 
the last length of the growing stem, and 
if the life and juice of tbe stem have run 
Into it more freely, so that it blossoms 
more generously, it is tlie other lengths 
nearer the root that have conducted it 
that life and juice; and thus much that 
has come to perfection in the nine- 
teenth century is indeed but the com- 
pleted force of the eighteenth, and 
even ot others that have preceded that 
Had not Franklin, a hundred years or 
so earlier, sent his kite into the air, 
would Morse have sent speech in view- 
leas fire through the air, would Bell 
have carried a whisper after it around 
the earth, and would the various elec- 
tricians have kindled their electric 
lights refulgent at midnight as the 
moons of the tropics? If Watt had not 
watched his teakettle lid tremble and 
dance 
and lift 
with 
the . steam 


beneath it, would the prodigious mo- 
tive powers that move the commerce of 
the world have ever been brought into 
being? Every thing in life is there- 
suit of something that has gone before 
it. We have no actual right to attri- 
bute any great doings to ourselves; we 
are like the sons of rich men whose 
money has been made for them, de- 
serving or. undeserving, and who are 
only required to let it lie at interest in 
order to receive income; we are simply 
the-heirs of "all the ages in the fore- 
most files of time." 


It is not so flattering to our vanity to 


acknowledge our debt to those that 
have preceded us, those for whom pos- 
sibly we entertain some indifferent dis- 
dain, as, like Mr.Boundorby, to imagine 
and proclaim ourselves self-made. But 
it is interesting now and then to get a 
glimpse of the truth, nnd to under- 
stand, not only as a truism as respect* 
the passage of time, but as a fact re- 
specting the work, discovery and 
general greatness of this era, that 
there never would have been any nine- 
teenth century if also there had not 
already been an eighteenth — Hiber- 
nianism though the statement may be. 
Great thoughts have their fruits in 
great deeds; the eighteenth century 
was full of great thoughts that 4tave 
come to fruit in the nineteenth, 


In all this we have our reckoning to 


cast up. We fancy that the emancipa- 
tion from much that is aordid or belitt- 
ling, if not degrading, is due solely to 
the influences of to-day: . rather is it 
due, we shall find; to the action of to- 
day; 
the influences were started long 


ago. The man who walks the streets 
to-day, educated, comfortable and at 
large liberty in the matter of property, 
labor and movement, would never have 
been so if the germ of the idea had 
not stirred far back in. the dark, and 
.undergoing all 
the 
conditions oJ 


growth, and not to-day come into the 
open light. If in her heart the woman 
of the eighteenth century bad not 
rebelled against ignoranc against the 
withholding of her properly from ' her, 
against being held under compulsion 
as a piece of property herself, against 
many of the injustices and inequalities 
to which, very largely through want ot 
observation and thought, she was then 
subjected, the woman of the nineteenth 
century would still be where her 
predecessor was when the first idea of 
discontent remonstrated within her 
—that discontent that grew to open re- 
bellion. and received its reward long 
after she who first held it was dust and 
ashes. 


We are all of as greatly in the habit 


of looking down from our scornful 
height of to-day upon the past as 
something buried in mists of igno- 
rance, and slothful with want of ef- 
fort 
It might better become us to 


think of what the. past has done for us, 
step by step and day after day, till all 
that it had not we have in full meas- 
ure. The same-habit leads us to de- 
spise even our own past as individuals. 
ns if never till now hod we attained 
wisdom, forgetting all about the fact 
that the despising individual has no 
more claim upon the desirable future 
than it has upon this valued present or 
the disdained past. 


We are not of those who in their 


scorn, or affected scorn, of the present 
— usually only a dissatisfaction with 
the duties brought to them by the 
present — make a fetich of the past and 
full down and worship it But it seems 
to us that the present will be only the 
nobler for regarding the claims to re- 
spect belonging to the past, will be the 
less injuriously puffed up in its own 
conceit — always a hindrance, like any 
other form of pnnmess — and will be 
the fitter to kelp that future to which 
in its turn it is so soon itself to play 
the part of the past— JSorper'a Bazar.

JUSTICE WAITE. 


Judgo Waite had fewer enemies than any 


other man in Washington, and his friends 
were many. He was dignified, but not anob- 
bish, and he would carry on a pleasant con- 
versation and laugh as well as though be bad 
not held the highest position under the 
government. He lived very nicely here at 
Washington, and his three story house was 
of ten the scene of social entertainments. It 
was a comfortable home, within a stone's 
throw from the White House and just 
around the corner from the Arlington hotel. 
It had many large rooms, and entering the 
wide front door, one found himself in a big 
hall, with a parlor at the right. The house 
was comfortably 
: furnished, 
and Judge 


Waite's tastes were plain rather than lux- 
urious. Tbl» house ia worth, I should judge, 
about $40,000. I* cost Judge Waite 834,000, 
and it is growfug more valuable every day. 


It is not known whether Mra. Waite and 


her daughter will continue to reside at Wash- 
ington, and if they do it is doubtful whether 
they will continue to hold so large a house aa 
this. Judge Waite left, I am told, not a 
large fortune, and the amount of his prop- 
erty ranges probably somewhere between 
$100,000 and $5300,000. He was not a money 
maker nor a money investor, and even in his 
practice he charged email fees, and seemed to 
work at the law more for the love of it than 
for the money there was in it. He did a 
:great deal of "thank you" business, com- 
promised eases whenever he considered it in 
the interest of his client, and his work em- 
bodied his ideas of right in spirit as well as 
in letter. 
, It is remarkable that no question has ever 
been raised as to bis honesty on the bench, 
and ho is perhaps tho only justice who ever 
received the unanimous confirmation of the 
senate. He did not ask for tlie appointment, 
and was surprised when ho received it. Ho 
was president of the constitutional convention 
of Ohio at the time, and Governor Porafeer 
says that ho received the announcement 
while he presided. It was perhaps the only 
office that ho cared to hold, for he bad been 
asked by his friends to run for the presidency 
and hud refused. 


He carne of a race of lawyers, and ono of 


his ancestors was a member of parliament 
and one of the judges who signed the death 
warrant of Charles I. 
He was himself the 


only lawyer soa of the Hon. Henry M. Waite, 
who was chief justice of Connecticut, and he 
was born at Lyme, Conn. I think the old 


wrinkles in his face, and the gray had only 
begun to creep into his coal-black beard. 
Chief Justice Waite was a fine looking man. 
Straight, broad shouldered and strong; 
necked, he had about him a dignity which- 
made his five feet seven look almost-tall, and 
he was a marked figure in any. crowd. 


Let me tell you how he looked. 
_ 


His face was a striking one and his head 


waslarge. He had a thick growth of dark 
iron gray hair, and his beard, lite that of a 
patriarch, covered his chest. He was as dark 
is a Spaniard and he had an extraordinarily 
large mouth, -which was firm and judicial. 
His eyebrows"'were'dark ana-heavy, and the 
eyes beneath them changed with i*e feeling 
»f their owner. He wore his judicial robes 
with grace, and he made me think of a 
Roman in his toga as, day after day, he 
opened the court. He was very kind to 
young lawyers, and he paid attention to the 
right rather than to the eloquence of the 


^fbe chief justice of the United States su- 
preme court sits in the center of the rowof 
judges, behind a big mahogony bench. In 
front of him, in a half moon, are ranged the 
lawyers, who sit in old fashioned chairs inside 
of a curbed railing, and the whole court room 
seems to be a kind of a crescent. Its walls 
are-divided into panels by pillars, and be- 
tween each of these pillars there is a bracket, 
upon which stands amarble'bustof one of the 
dead chief justices of the supreme court. 


All of these spaces except two are now 


filled up, and when the bust of Chief Justice 
Waite is hera placed there will be room for 
only one more. It will, as Marshal Wright 
says, be a very solemn thing for Judge 
Waite's successor to sit there day after day 
and be reminded of the fact that death must 
come by the vacant space left for his bust, 
and I wonder if Chief Justice Waite did not 
often look at these two remaining spaces and 
think of the time which must soon come 
when his bust would fill one of them. There 
is no doubt, however, that it will be placed 
here without opposition, and there will be 
uone of that objection raised to it which was 
raised in regard to that of Chief Justice 
Taney. Judgo Toney's action on theDred- 
Scott decision, and his statement that the 
blacks bad no rights that the white man was 
bound to respect, created a great opposition 
to him among the Republicans of the north, 
and they objected in congress to giving him 
this place of honor. Chief. Justice Taney 
was appointed by President Jackson. Jack- 
son first made him attorney general, and 
upon Mr. Duane, his secretary of tho treas- 
ury, ret using to remove the government de-

Waite mansion still stands. >It is a two story 
frame structure, with a ridge roof, and with 
a wing at the back. A portico runs across 
the front, and an old well curb stands near 
the house, at the side of which are green-' 
houses. The place has large grounds, and 
'old apple trees stand in the yard and about it. 
It was in this house that the chief jus- 
tice spent his boyhood, and 
it 
was 


from here that he went to Yale col- 
lego, where be was in the same class with 
William M. Evarts and Edwards Pierropont, 
afterward minister to England. All of these 
men became noted lawyers, and Evarts now 
receives at times $50,000 for a single opinion. 
The biggest fee that Waite ever received was 
$40,000, which he got in the Atlantic and 
Great Western railroad cases of years ago, 
and, of course, before he was appointed 
judge. Evarts, and Waite have continued 
friends since thiir college days. Waite used 
to call on Evarts when he! visited New York 
after his went to Toledo, but the only :place , 
that he-got really well acquainted with him 
•gain was at the Geneva arbitration, :to 
which the two were appointed as commis- 
sioners. 


Mr. Evarts says that Waito was a good 


student, and be speaks in the highest terms 
of his character as a judge, as n lawyer and 
AS a man. 
Mrs. Waite comes of quite as old a family 


as her husband. She is, in fact, the second 
cousin of Judge Waite. She was a Connecti- 
cut girl, and her name was Amelia Warner. 
Her grandfather was Col. William Selden, 
one of the revolutionary heroes, and Miss 
Warner was a beauty and a belle when she 
man-led the young lairyer who afterward 
became tho chief justice of the United 
States. She is a woman of good sense, of re- 
fined tastes and of much culture. 


Judge Waite's mother's name wasSelden, 


•nd she was the great-granddaughter of this 
ancestor of Mrs. Waite, and the family 
comes originally from the nobility of Eng- 
land. 
Every one was surprised at Judge Waite's 


death. Be did Jiot look like a sick man, and 
I saw him but a few days before he died. 
His coal black eyes were bright. He had few

posits from the United States bank, Jackson 
removed him and appointed Taney secretary 
of tho treasury. The senate would not con- 
firm him. 
Jackson then nominated him an 


associate judge of the supreme court, and 
the senate again rejected .the nomination. 
When Chief Justice Marshall died in 1885, 
Jackson again nominated Taney, and this 
time lie was confirmed.... He served for 
nearly thirty years, and died at 87. 


The first chief justice of the United States 


was John Jay, who resigned tho chief justice- 
ship to go to Great Britain as minister, and 
who, 
on being offered ' it again by President 


Adams, declined it. 
John Entledge, of 


South Carolina, was the second chief justice, 
but it was found that he was insane after his 
appointment, :and the senate1 refused to con- 
firm him. The third chief justice was Judge 
William Gushing, of Massachusetts, but he 
resigned after being qonflrmed. having held 
the position only a few days. He never sat 
on the bench, and was the chief justice only 
in name. The fourth chief justice was 
Oliver Ellsworth, of Connecticut, who was 
appointed in 179B, but who resigned in 1801, 
and died six years thereafter. 


A curious story is told of this man Ells- 


worth. While he was at, college he wore his 
hat in the college yard, contrary to tlie rules 
of the school. 
He escaped punishment on 


the ground that the thing he had on'his head 
had no brim,, and that a hat was. composed 
of two parts, the crown and the brim, and 
that as his'head coyering had no brim it 
could not bo called a hat. He was so popular 
in the United States senate that Aaron 
Burr onoo said that' "if Ellsworth chanced 
to spell 'G-od' with'two d's it would take the 
senate throe weeks to make up its mind to 
expunge the extra d.". 


Chief Justice Marshall was the son of a 


farmer. 
He was a revolutionary soldier, 


and was a self educated man. He was chief 
justice of the United States for thirty-five 
years, and he died at 80. He was a man 
much like Justice Waite in his probity and 
ability, anil a number of stories are told e£ 


taught school, studied law, and at an early 
oeoTras a member of the United States sen- 
fttftf-In referring to this part of his career, 
'hensed fosav that his uncle did just right, 
and-that it was the best tiring that could 
have happened to him. 
_ 
, 
The position of chief justice w the most 


valuable one in the gift of tbe president. No 
Democratic president since the days of An- 
drew Jacksou has had the opportunity to 
make such an appointment, and President 
Cleveland has now the power to give one of 
hisfriends the highest, judicial position of the 
United States and $10,500 a year for life. 


To whom will he give it? 
That is'a question which* only Col. Lament 


and President Cleveland can answer. There 
is not a lawyer in the country who would not 
be glad to have it, and a number of influ- 
ences may affect President Cleveland's de- 
cision. ;. The friends Of Mr. Carlisle imagine 
that he will receive the appointment be- 
cause he was offered the place which was ac- 
cepted by Justice Lamar, but this was a 
place made vacapt by a southern man, and 
almost necessarily filled by a man from the 
south. 
The same elements do not enter into the 


present case, though it is by no means cer- 
tain that Carlisle will not get the appoint- 
ment. There is no particular reason why the 
chief justice should come from Ohio, and if 
President Cleveland makes the appointment 
as an act of friendship only, he would be 
more inclined to give the position to some-of 
his judicial friends from his own state of 
New York. It is an appointment, however, 
which should be made above personal and 
party considerations, and President Cleve- 
land has a way of his own. If politics should 
enter into the appointment, as some of the 
presidential prognosticates think possible, 
then tho chief justiceship will go to the man 
and to the place which will best strengthen 
the Democratic party. And so, all in all, 
you know just as much about it as any one 
else. ,

Caesar's, and unto God the things which are 
God's." In substance Rev. Miller said: I ap- 
proach the subject with diffidence, lor I cannot 
say all that I want to say. You win think that I 
may not say enough, and I knew that I will not 
please all; but a great political campaign Is 
soon to open, and there are some things that 
should be aald at this time. In talking, ot relig- 
ion and politics we mutt first have a clear ap- 
preciation of their relations to each other. Be- 
llglon la complete obedience to God. The man 
who puts obedience to God Into all his dealings 
with his fellow-men Is a religious man. Beligion 
teaches prayer, obedience and love. Politics In 
Its broad, comprehensive sense, Is the science of 
government. It don't teach love. Beligion 
teaches the relation between man and God; 
teaches man to control his appetite, pride, am. 
bltlon, aspirations, and gives to him the highest 
development of his spiritual being. Beligion 
teaches man to be kind t» the poor; to work for 
the salvation of mankind; to seek for the Inter- 
est, welfare, happiness and salvation of the 
heathen world. It Is as broad as humanity and 
Its sympathy goes out to all men. Politics teaches 
none of these things. Beligion regulates men's 
lives. Beligion Is the larger and broader circle. 
Politics la a much smaller circle. Politics regu- 
lates a man's actions, religion his motives. The 
law requires you to pav your taxes and has to do 
with your actions. Religion looks into your 
heart; you must be loyal, love your country, be 
a patriot; must be a Christian, give to the poor— 
your motive must be right. 


Much confusion has resulted from the attempts 


to distinguish the difference between religion 
and politics—church and state. Tn some coun- 
tries politics rule the church, as seen m the rit- 
ual form of worship, and for tills reason 2,000 
great and good men left the established church 
of England and formed the Non-Conformist 
Protestant church. Religion rules the state to- 
day In Italy, Spain and Mexico. But in free 
America religion and politics move along with- 
out interference, each protecting the other, just 
what they ought to be. The fundamental prin- 
ciple of religion Is, God's right to rule man. The 
chief political principle is man's right to rule 
himself. Personal liberty lies at the foundation 
of our government. Beligion is of God—politics 
of the people. Why should wo have politics? 
We have a government for self-protection—for 
protection against foreign powers, against Igno- 
rance, superstition and vice, against the power 
ot wealth. We have a, right, religiously and po- 
litically, to do this—a right to protect ourselves 
agalnat the evils ot monopolies, trusts, railroad 
and coal pools, the best way we can. We have a 
right to protect ourselves also against oppression 
as we did 26 years ago. That was a necessity, 
and we may have to do it again X years in the 
future. The people of Kansas and Iowa, as we 
all know, adopted a prohibitory law, and they 
are enforcing It. But lately the supreme court 
of the United States ruled that railroad compan- 
ies may ship liquor Into these states, and no one 
can prevent it. * * We have three political 
parties. One Is the old Democratic party. Its 
history Is wonderful, Its great underlying prin- 
ciple is state sovereignty. No one will deny that 
this la a right principle. It Is a necessity. We 
cannot hold together without it. The grand Re- 
publican party though comparatively young, also 
has a wonderful history. It made 1000 years of 
history In five years. It Is strong and powerful. 
Its great principle Is federal sovereignty, federal 
unity—a principle worth fighting for, a principle 
worth living for, a principle worth dying for, a 
principle for Khich hundreds of thousands of 
brave men gave up their llv.es. Either of these 
principles without the party would be lost sight 
of. Then there is the Prohibition party, with 
Us great and Immortal principle—the eternal 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. This is a prin- 
ciple worthy of recognition, development and 
advancement, and worthy of any political party. 
These three great parties with these three great 
principles, all worthy,'^are necessary for the 
maintenance and development of tbe country. 
Some Republicans don't see what use there is 
for the axlatence of the Democratic party, and 
•ome Democrats can't see what use there is for 
the Republican party; and some in both parties 
think that all who belong to the Prohibition 
party are «ranka. Mow, as Christian people, we 
all want to be honest. I know there are dema- 
gogues and frauds and self-seekers in the Re- 
publican, Democratic and Prohibition parties, 
and if tbe party is young a little success will 
Boon develop the frauds. Let us be honest. Let 
us assume that the rank and file of the Demo- 
cratic party la honest; that the rank and Die of 
tbe Republican party is honest, and believe that 
their great principle is all-important, and that 
the Prohibition party is honest In Its belief. 
Isn't It fair to assume this, as honest, fair- 
minded Christian people? But there Is a class 
of people you have in your mind who are unde- 
cided, who are on the fence, but they are not 
cowards. There was 'a time1 when f -ant was a 
Democrat, and there was a time wlien be was a 
Republican; there was also a time when he was 
in the transition state. Was he a coward? 
There was a time when Lincoln was not In favor 
of setting the slaves free, and there was a time 
when he did set them free, He, too, was in the 
transition state; but he was no coward. To-day 
there Is a large class of people In this country. 
Republicans and Democrats alike, who are not 
clear yet what they will do as to the prohibition 
question, but, let it be mado clear to them, com- 
ing to them as a moral conviction, and they 
would rather die than retard its progress. 


Be honest with yourselves. Let Republicans 


and Democrats and Prohibitionists vote their 
tickets. Go Into the campaign honestly, giving 
your neighbors credit for honest convictions, 
and you will come out of the excitement better 
Christians. If you do not, you will be certain to 
backslide and will have tu be converted again 
next winter. Take It for granted that your 
brother la honest in his political belief. Keep 
politics out of the church, out of the class room, 
and out of the prayer meeting. If you must 
have politics, get on the stump; and if your ar- 
gument la good, present it for all It is worth. If 
you have the hon«st spirit you will have the 
right spirit, and you will go through the cam- 
paign with clean hands and come out of it wltn 
a record of which ao man need be ashamed. 


At the close- ot the service the congre- 


gation was in a smiling state, men of all 
political faiths going out and greeting 
each other pleasantly. In the hottest of 
the campaign there is not likely to be 
any bitterness among the Methodist 
brethren. 


DR. VOSBDRCH'8 8KIIMON. 


The Baptist church was well attended yester- 


day. In the morning the large auditorium was 
two-thirds full, and at night it was packed below 
and the gallery was well filled. In the evening 
Dr. Vosburgh preached the first sermon in a 
series on "Helps Heavenward." The subject 
last night was: "What Does It Mean to be a 
Christian?" The text was Acts 11:26, hist clause. 
The sermon was a cl«ar and careful analysis of 
the subject on both Its negative and positive 
sides. Our space enables us to give the barest 
outline: (l) Baptism does not make a Christian, 
while every Christian will desire to be baptised, 
yet he desires this ordinance because he is a 
Christian and not because It makes him one. 
Some of the meanest people I have known have 
keen baptised. (2) Sound doctrine does not 
make a Christian. A man may nave subscribed 
to all ot the thirty-nine articles, and his theology 
be perfectly sound from the most ultra theolog- 
ical standpoint, and yet his heart may be far 
from God. (3) Having passed through certain 
emetlonal experiences doe* lot make a Chris- 
tian. Emotions are often deceptive. They are 
Important and blessed ouly when they lead to 
holy life. 


On the positive side be said: (I) A Christian is 


one who has accepted Jesus Christ as his per- 
sonal Savior. It Is the soul's tree, deliberate 
and decided choice of Jesus for pardon, tor life, 
for guidance and for final acceptance In heaven. 
The person who thus accepts of Christ must ot 
necessity believe in His power to save; "that all 
power la given unto Him in heaven and on earth;' 
that "He Is tbe Son ot God," for we can not 
conceive of one's trusting himself for time and 
eternity to one who la lass than Divine. (2) A 
Christian Is on* who cheerfully obeys tbe Christ 
whom he has personally accepted. He may not 
always comprehend the meaning of the com 
mand given, but it is enough for. him to know 
that his Lord baa given it. (3) He acceptsChrlst | 


la a growth sad development Mat does not 
leap atoDoe Into full-orbed Christian manhood 
this is reached slowly and often painfully. On 
Cols upward*way Christ Is his teacher; hot.only 
toe Christ 61 history, Dnt the Christ who aitfeth 
at the right hand of God and who Is always ac- 
cessible by praysr. (4) A Christian is one who 
takes Christ as his Ideal; he tries to think as 
Christ thought and to live as Christ lived. 
While it is true that he will always in many 
things fall below the ideal, yet he seeks to make 
it actual. Especially will he try to follow Christ 
in being just to his fellow-men; he will not lie, 
nor gossip, nor be dishonest He will also be 
benevolent, and do all within Us power to enno- 
ble, to help, to bless, to comfort and cheer his 
tellowmen. (5) Finally, In Ills soul then is al- 
ways the glad hope of endless felicity and bliss 
in heaven. Earth to htm Is the vestibule of the 
heavenly temple.

LERS ON FAST TRAINS. 


Chicago Pack* a, C»r—How H»r«I th* 


Clerk* Work— "O^to . the 
Scheme.' 


Rapid Tran«fer«—Taking Mail on the 
Fly—An American Achievement.

great strike on tbe 


Burlington road has not 
interrupted the running 
of the lost mail trains 
from this city to the 
west. 
Promp'tly at S 


o'clock every morning 


he fast train has started on ita journey to 
he city of Omaha. One recent morning I 
vas a passenger by that train, at the invita- 
ion of Railway Moil Superintendent White. 
! was the only passenger, and though there 
were no seats and no comforts, I never, en- 
oyed a more interesting railway ride. As I 
•limbed into one of the two .white cars 
which mode up the train I could find no 


luce to xit, and but a very poor place. to 
tand. Tbe blizzard-belated mail from the 
ant was coming in, and the cor was.literally. 
Hied from floor to roof with huge sacks of 
t. Squatting upon a pile pf letter sacks 
rom Boston, with my bead bumping against 
he ceiling, I watched the five men in ..tbe 
-ar at their work. And how they did work, 
'bough already half buried amid the bags, 
nore bags were waiting outside to be stored 
.way, the chief clerk only knew where. Still 
they kept piling them in, and at last I made 
up my mind that I was going to be pushed up 
hrough the roof. "Not a good morning for 
t visitor," remarked the chief clerk, giving 


bag a toss which came near dethroning 


no. It was now near 8 o'clock, and there 


a good deal of commotion outeide. 


Huge rod mail vans were thundering up, and 
jut of them the men were throwing tons of 
mail. Other men were tossing it into the car. 
Over them stood a superintendent, who was 
ill a» big a hurry as I ever saw a man. This 
mail had arrived in the city from New York 
wo hours before. It' came by the fast mail, 
o colled, on the New York Central and Lake 
Ihoro roads. Leaving New York Friday 
jvcning at 0, it had reached Chicago it J2:30 
Sunday morning. A dozen men and 'three 
ragons bad been busy for two hours trans- 
ferring it from one station to another, and, 
[really to my relief, these were tbe lost 
pads. But outside there ia more rumbling, 
and the patter of hooft, and the swearing and 
cries of drivers whose voices are strange. 
Jp clatter half a dozen more wagons, and bo- 
und thorn still half a dozen others. Th« 
Chicago morning papers, damp from the 
tresses, are arriving. 
There are tons ot 


hem. 
Chicago papers on a Sunday morning 


ape not noted for their modesty in size or 
anything else. 
They range. from. twenty- 


Tour to thirty-four pages each, and there are 
10,000 of them. They come in the door ol 
the moil cor like an avalanche, and I lave 
niy life by crawling out on the roof, whence 
lam finally rescued by a kind hearted man 
a^id a ladder. As the great Backs of paper 
;o piling in I stand by expecting to see the 
moil clerks buried alive, but they manage 
somehow to keep on top of the drift. 


It is now 3 o'clock. The big engine ahead 


ia groaning as if in agony at the work cul 
out for it. And I do not blame the engine. 
Fifty thousand Chicago Sunday papers is a 
big enough load to mak« even a locomotive 
perspire. 
The conductor sings out, "all 


aboard I" There is nobody but me to get 
aboard, but the conductor sings out all toe 
same, through force of habit. But here 
comes another wagon, the horses on a deac 
run and the driver swearing like a pirate. 
He Is a German driver, and the papers in the 
belated wagon are German papers. Tbe 
Einglish papers make their boast that they 
never miss a train, though they have to ge 
out extra editions for the fast mail, going to 
press with them nearly three hours before 
t)ioir regular editions. As the train starts 
o| big man seizes mo and tosses me into the 
cor, and a bag of German., papers follows so 
quickly that in a new.and. novel way,I am 
made to feel the power of the press. The 
wagon is driven along with the train for 
twenty rods, the bags flying into the door 
as fast as tho excited Germans can throw 
them, and -the train is several miles on It* 
journey before I am exhumed by the laugh 
ifig moil clerks. Never before did editorials 
seom so heavy, and German editorials, too

But t am lucky compared to the ma: 


clerks. For twelve solid hours they hay 
been at work in this cor, with their coats one 
vests off and their flannel shirts drippin 
with perspiration. Five hours must still b 
spent in work before they can step out o 
their tracks. And what work it is I Firs 
they have to dig out a place to stand in. The; 
dump sack after sack upon tables which the 
have contrived to keep measurably clean o 
the flood came in. Near these tables are tw 
big coses, each containing hundredsof-pigeo 
boles. Each pigeon hole represents a postofflc 
or somo other railway mail cor, which is 
moving postofflco. Before each case stands 
man, 
oucl his hands are flying through th 


air at an amazing rate. One motion yank 
the string from a bunch of letters. Then th 
letters begin to fly into tho pigeon holes—on 
this way and one that—with such rapidit 
that it makes me dizzy to watch them. Ho' 
he gets tbb letters in the little compartments, 
working like that, is a mystery. But he.does 
and he makes no mistakes. His hands are 
not the only machines at work. His brai 
is running faster than the fast mail, and it 
covering a mils a minute on the way 
Aurora. In this one bunch of letters there 
ipfcy bo missives for flfty postofflces, in

(tanoa. The <-lerk must not-only know)he 
:onnty every office is situated in. but the 
Ine of railroad it if on, and in what manner 
t is served with mail, whether by direct 
WQch or by another mail cor. He must, in 
fcct, be able to draw a postal map of the 
state, and place thereon all the postoffices, 
railways,* stage and mail routes. Multiply 
ibis by half a dozen states and territories and 
foil gain an idea of the extent and complex- 
ly of the* gazetteer a railway mail clerk must 
carry in bis brains, and make demands upon 
a hundred times' a minute. 


In the other end ot the car are scores of 


newspaper Backs hanging with their mouths 
open. Above them are scores of boxes, 
lere stand four men opening sacks of pa- 
pers and firing the packages into the open 
jags and. boxes as if their lives depended 
upon the number" they could throw in a 
minute. Two clerks thus work on letters and 
tour on newspapers. Just before a town or 
junction point is reached each man gathers 
up all the mail he has, for the town or the 
!onnecting lines, «nd" along"- comes another 
man whc hunches it all in a bag^and throws 
t off ,»s the train whisks by the station. At 
;he. some, .time he. puts' out the "catcher," 
;bat iron frame which takes a bag of mail 


m a-crane by the side of the track as 
tlyas a ball player catches an easy fly. 


Between Chicago, and Burlington, covering 
Ive hours, a .clerk will throw 300 packages 
of letters, averaging fifty letters or cards to 
she package, or 15,000 in nil, address- 
ed, .perhaps, to - 8,000 or 
4,000 post- 


era. 
He must not only throw them, 


nit he must "tie them out." That is, 
wrap them in packages again before per- 
mitting them to leave his bands, and the 
nost cruel part of it oil is that he must at- 
apb.to each bunch a slip bearing his name 
tnd'the date. Supposing he puts into one of 
ihese packages a letter which does not belong 
;h«re. What then happens? Why, the post- 
master or railway mail clerk into whose 
lands the package next falls looks at the 
name on the slip and reports an error to the 
chief of his division, and all such errors ore 
charged up against a clerk until too many of 
them accumulate, and then oft* goes his head, 
[f a man makes more than forty errors in a 
week he. begins to tremble. And yet some 
people look upon the railway mail clerk as 
she happy possessor of a sinecure. 


DIflTEJBCTINO LETTERS. 


Of course, the Chicago papers do not have 


to be "worked," except an insignificant por- 
tion of them done up in single wrappers. To 
"work" the Chicago papers as other mail is 
worked would require about fourteen mail 
can and a force of 200 men. These papers 
are handled by sacks and packages, and in 
loading them into the car the chief clerk has 
taken care to keep those first wanted at the 
top of the pile. In the other car, where the 
bulk of the .Chicago papers and the Pacific 
coast mails ore carried, a porter is doing the 
apme thing. Thus sack after sack and ton 
.after ton of letters and papers are thrown 
oJT. The first stop is mode at Aurora, forty 
miles from Chicago, which is reached in fifty 
minutes. Whore there is a good deal of mail 
to be thrown off the train stops, but at other 
points It goes right along, and the sacks ore 
. tumbled out, while the ' 'catcher" takes on a 
new, 
but, happily, a smaller supply. In this 


way town after town is passed and connecting 
. road after road supplied with its quota of the 
flying moil. All through the west tho cur- 
renUiOf :nt;lligenco are accelerated by this 
white faced hustler of the Burlington and its 
twin of the Milwaukee and St. Paul, which 
left Chicago at the same minute.. The early 
rjsing, conn try foljc read: their Chicago morn- 
ing puporsibefore city people are out of .bed, 
and even at Burlington, la., 206 miles out, 
the news of the day which Chicago presses 
have printed is eagerly perused long before 
a majority of Chicagoaus have washed their 
faces for breakfast. 
At 4 o'clock in the 


afternoon, thirteen hours from Chicago, the 
Missouri river is reached, and there con- 
nection is made with express trains for the 
Pacific coast and the great west. 
: If you spend five minutes with a railway 
mail clerk you, will, hear-him -mention hia 
"scheme." A railway mail clerk's scheme is 
not one of money making, but the plan by 
which he learns and remembers how to throw 
your letters and papers so they will most 
quickly arrive at their destination. 
The 


scheme is made out by states, and some clerks 
have to toarn three or four states or parts of 
states, and learn them thoroughly. Neces- 
sary .changes ip the scheme are made by 
general order every Saturday, and the poor 
clerk who has been studying so .hard to per- 
. feet himself finds that he must at once start 
in and -, learn his lesson over again. Tho 
scheme is a railway clerk's nightmare. He 
sit» up with it, steeps with it and dreams of 
it. J£ost clerks are given runs which work 
them pretty bard.for a week—say two of 


, these fast mail runs to Burlington and back, 
; or fifty hours of incessant toil—and then 
they aria. given a week off to rest and catch 
up on; sleep and study their schemes. If it 


: vraant for these weeks off, the business would 
have to 'stop. The men would die of ex- 
haustion, and besides, th<? schemes would go 
to wreck. 


In working his scheme the clerk must bear 


in mind not only the original lay but anc 
' the latest changes, but the time of day one 
his geographical position. He must know 
also, if his train is on time, for a few missec 
connections will change a scheme all around. 
For example; take the town of Woodstock, 
Of .It.is a small place,but it gives much 
tremble. An east bound clerk arriving in 
Chicago before 4:80 p. m. must throw Wood 
stock letters for Baltimore and Ohio railway 
postbfflce;" between 4:30 and 8, Kankakee 
line, and at other times Panhandle trains 
Again, between Chicago and Burlington 


; mail for Bloomington, Ills., is thrown in 


three ways. 
The railway mail service ie 


made up of just such beautiful complexities 
u these. In times of blizzards such as the 
east has recently experienced, and whenai 
train schedule* are smashed, the postal car 
clerk is put to his trumps. He is at such 
times given discretionary power, and is ex 
pected to do the best he can to serve the 
public, irrespective of schemes.

SjOOO.OOOiOOO of pieces of mail, -and 'with «sucli 
precision and fldeMy, desiite tlie difficult 
and complex character of tho work and the 
msufflcion'-y of help employed, that but one 
error occurs in 5,000 pieces. It is a system 
with inpiad fiugers tirelessly engaged in 
passing to and fro over the continent the 
countless missives "of civilization, sending 
each to it? destination with, all possible speed 
and precision. Bis-oneofthemost stupend- 
ous and admirable combinations of intelli- 
gence, method, genius, discipline and -indus- 
try to' be found ia this or any other country. 
The highest type of public service in America 
may be found in these mail cars, particularly 
in the fast mail trains which ran from eas*. to 
west. Yet this wonderful service is of re- 
cent growth. It is the cieature of a decade 
of American skill and ingenuity. No. other 
country has a great railway mail service, 
and I doubt if any other country has the 
men to make one with. 


Thirty years ago there wera only 700 em- 


ployes in the service. Kow there are 5,000.
